Hudak looks toward Oct. 6 election

Tim Hudak is looking at a busy

The MPP for Niagara West- 
Glanbrook and leader of the 
Ontario Progressive Conservative 

party has his eyes on Thursday, 
Oct. 6, the day of the provincial 
election. 

But for the moment, he is 
making one promise that direcdy 
affects his home riding. 

If the Conservatives form the 
next provincial government, 
they will revive planning for a 
mid-peninsula transportation 
corridor. 

Under the current Liberal gov¬ 
ernment, he said the highway 
plan has faded. 

Hudak said the highway cor¬ 
ridor would boost local business 

tional links with the United States 
and central Ontario, and attract 
people to live in south Niagara. 

a transportation corridor would 
cut through Pelham or skirt its 
southern edge through West 
Lincoln and Wainfleet. 

Meanwhile, Hudak is taking

The opposition leader said his 
party has 40 candidates nomi¬ 
nated for the 107 seat legislature. 
Currently the PCs have 26 seats 
while the Liberals have 71 and 
theNDP 10. 

Hudak said if the PCs form 
the government, they expect to 
face difficult decisions to pri¬ 
oritize spending. It will involve 
taking a look at bureaucracies 
such a Local Health Integration 
Networks.
